The Dangerous Fly. 


In Bavaria there are so few

The comparative absence of flies in 


Bavaria is due to the extreme clean- 
liness of the cities of that country. 
Courtyards, alleys, vacant lots and 
stables are kept uniformly clean, and 
the hallways and the entrances to the 
houses are generally as fresh as soap 
and water can make them. 


That the fly, which carries typhoid 


and other disease germs, is an im- 
portant factor in the national death 
rate is. now generally realized, but so 
far there has been little systematic 
action on the part of boards of health 
to minimize the pest. What steps have 
been taken in that direction have gen- 
erally been due to private initiative 
and have lacked the effectiveness that 
official control would secure.

and the results of their 


catches gave the health department a 
valuable key to the sections which re- 
quired special attention from a sani- 
tary viewpoint. 


Speaking of this anti-fly campaign, 


a writer in the April World's Work 
gives some astonishing figures as to 
the reproduction of flies. He says: 
"In the climate of Washington twelve 
generations of flies are produced in a 
single summer. As one fly will lay 120 


, eggs, the progression carried out by 
| raising 120 to the twelfth power gives 
i a total possible progeny from a sin- 
gle fly of 1,096,181,249,310,720,000,000,- 
000,000. And as each female fly usu- 
ually lays four batches of eggs, their 
unchecked development through twelve

sive, as harmless as sawdust, when I 
exposed to -friction or fire, but twice ' 
us powerful as dynamite, was given i 
a thorough test by John E. Bricsou. I 
city engineer of Chicago, "and other 
members of an official committee un- 
der the direction of F. M. Marshall, 
the inventor. 
Notwithstanding

Marshall's assurances that the nine 
pounds of amerite were quite as safe 
for him to carry under his arm as 
wallpaper, the committee followed him 
at a safe distance on the way to the 
testing grounds. 
But he, however,

with a revolver proceeded to shoot it 
full of holes without producing an ex- 
plosion.

which would have required twice as! 
much dynamite to move. Quite uncon- 
cernedly Mr. Marshall ignited a stick 
of amerite in a bonfire and watched 
it burn with, a bright glare notwith- 
standing the Same quantity had just 
moved a small mountain. Another test 
was made by exploding black gun- 
powder in which was buried a stick 
of amerite and although the powder 
burned with a great flash, the amerite 
only was smudged. It is believed that 
this new explosive will prove immense- 
ly popular with farmers who have 
learned the value of sub-soiling with 
explosives and with orchardists who 
have found their tree growth doubled 
by digging the holes with explosives.
